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PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN NORTH 
YORKSHIRE 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of North Yorkshire will be published on 15 October 1992. These are part 
of the fifth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county, on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

The Commission recommend that North Yorkshire should be represented by 
eight constituencies (one more than the present number). Announcements 
being published in the local press give details of the recommendations and 
explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes are available for 
inspection by the public - usually at the district council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject to 
these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly 
equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 

The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 
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throughout the period of the general review. The electoral quota is 
arrived at by dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date 
by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the 
commencement of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The 
electorate in England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when 
divided by the existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 
69,281. 

At the start of the review, the electoral quota was published as 69,279 on 
the understanding that the total electorate in England was 36,301, 984 . 
However, it later came to light that a return from a District Council 
contained an error in one of the ward figures resulting in an undercount 
of 1,000 electors. The increase of two in the electoral quota has not 
changed the theoretical entitlement to seats (see Provisional 
Recommendations below) of this County. 

Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6 JP . 
In this case, the representation period ends on 1 5 November 1992. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Implementation of the recommendations 

Under the present law the Commission must submit their report on the 
general review for the whole of England to the Home Secretary between 1 
February 1993 and 31 January 1998 but legislation under consideration by 
Parliament brings that date forward to 31 December 1994. It is the Home 
Secretary's duty to lay the Commission's report before Parliament together 
with a draft Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of 
Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new constituencies take 
effect at the next general election. 

Provisional Recommendations 

The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate an extra, eighth, 
seat in North Yorkshire. This requires some major changes to be made. 

North Yorkshire currently has seven constituencies with a 1991 electorate 
of 555,448. This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota 
(69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 8.02 seats. If seven seats 
were retained, the average constituency electorate in the county (the 
county average) would be 79,350 whereas, with eight seats, the county 
average would be 69,431. The Commission have therefore decided 
provisionally to allocate eight seats to North Yorkshire. 
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All the existing seats have electorates above the eight seat county 
average. The electorates range from 75,825 (9% above the average) in 

Skipton and Ripon to 87,261 (26% above the average) in Ryedale. The 

creation of an additional seat, bringing with it a reduction in the size 
of the constituency electorates, makes some major changes within the county 
inevitable, although the Commission have endeavoured to keep these to a 
minimum. The Commission's provisional recommendations would result in all 
the constituencies having electorates within 9,696 or 14% of the county 
average . 

The York seat has a 1991 electorate of 79,127 which is 9,696 or 14% above 
the county average. The Commission considered whether to propose a 
reduction in the electorate, either by removing one or two wards from the 
edge of the seat or by splitting the seat in half and joining each half 
with parts of neighbouring constituencies. The Commission recognised that 
the City of York has a unique history and that any division of the City 
would be bound to break local ties, cause inconveniences and be confusing 
to electors. The Commission therefore propose to make no change to the 
boundary of the constituency but they do propose that the name be changed 
from York to City of York. 

The Commission propose to make a minor change to each of the following two 
seats in order to reduce their electorates: 

(a) Scarborough - the electorate is proposed to be reduced from 76,273 to 
72,679 by the transfer of the Cayton ward of Scarborough Borough to 
the Ryedale seat; and 

(b) Selby - the electorate is proposed to be reduced from 76,962 to 72,159 
by the transfer of the Osbaldwick and Heworth ward of Ryedale District 
to the Ryedale seat. This would mean that the Selby seat would be 
coterminous with the Selby District. 

The Commission propose that the additional, eighth, seat be created in the 
middle of the county from parts of four of the present seats, thereby 
reducing the high electorates of those seats. The newly constituted seat 
named the Vale of York would comprise parts of : 

(a) Ryedale - seven wards of Hambleton District and seven wards of Ryedale 
District currently in the Ryedale seat, the electorate of which would 
be reduced from 87,261 to 66,776 (this figure takes account of the 
transfer of two wards to Ryedale mentioned above); 

(b) Richmond (Yorks) - eleven wards of Hambleton District currently in the 
Richmond (Yorks) seat, the electorate of which would be reduced from 
82,955 to 64,287; 

(c) Harrogate - six wards of Harrogate Borough currently in the Harrogate 
seat, the electorate of which would be reduced from 77,282 to 65,257. 
As it is proposed that this seat will now be constituted from the 
urban areas of Harrogate and Knaresborough, it is recommended that it 
should be re-designated as a Borough Constituency; and 

(d) Skipton and Ripon - three wards of the Harrogate Borough currently in 
the Skipton and Ripon seat, the electorate of which would be reduced 
from 75,825 to 70, 154. 
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The composition of the eight constituencies provisionally recommended by 
the Commission would be (1991 electorates in brackets): 

CITY OF YORK BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (79,127) The City of York. 

HARROGATE BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (65,257) The Borough of Harrogate wards: 
Bilton, Duchy, East Central, Granby, Harlow, Knaresborough East, 
Knaresborough West, New Park, Pannal, Starbeck, Wedderburn, West Central. 

RICHMOND (YORKS) COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (64,287) The District of Hambleton 
wards: Appleton Wiske, Brompton, Broughton and Greenhow, Great Ay ton, 

Deeming Bar, Morton-on-Swale, Northallerton North East, Northallerton South 
East, Northallerton West, Osmotherley, Romanby, Romanby Broomfield, Rudby, 
Stokesley, Swainby, The Cowtons; and the District of Richmondshire. 

RYEDALE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (66,776) The District of Ryedale wards: 
Amotherby, Ampleforth, Birdsall, Dales, Ebberston, Helmsley, Hovingham, 
Huntingdon North, Huntingdon South, Kirby Misperton, Kirkbymoorside , 
Mai ton , Norton, Osbaldwick and Heworth, Pickering, Rillington, Sherburn , 
Sheriff Hutton, Stockton and Bosall , Strensall, Thornton Dale; and the 
Borough of Scarborough wards: Cayton, Filey, Hertford. 

SCARBOROUGH COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (72,679) The Borough of Scarborough wards: 
Ay ton , Castle, Central, Danby , Derwent, Eastfield, Eskdaleside, Falsgrave, 
Fylingdales , Lindhead, Mayfield, Mulgrave, Newby, Northstead, Scalby, 
Seamer, Streonshalh, Weaponness, Woodlands. 

SELBY COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (72,159) The District of Selby. 

SKIPTON AND RIPON COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (70,154) The District of Craven; and 
the Borough of Harrogate wards: Almscliffe, Bishop Monkton, Fountains, 
Killinghall , Kirkby Malzeard, Lower Nidderdale, Mashamshire, Nidd Valley 
Pately Bridge, Ripon East, Ripon West, Wharfedale Moors. 

VALE OF YORK COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (65,009) The District of Hambleton wards: 
Bedale, Carlton Miniott, Crakehall, Crayke, Easingwold, Helperby, Hillside, 
Huby-Sutton , Leeming, Shipton, Sowerby, Stillington, Tanfield, The
